Minimum Wage Order 
Made Mandatory in 
New Jersey 


The minimum fair wage order 
for women and minors employed 


in the cleaning and dyeing indus- 
try of Trenton, N. J., was made 
mandatory on May 6, State Labor 
Commissioner John J. Toohey, Jr., 
announces. The order, which fixes 
minimum wage levels for approxi- 
mately 6,000 women and minor em- 
ployes of the industry, was first 
promulgated nine months ago. Up 
to this time violators have been 
subjected merely to having their 
names published by the labor de- 
partment. Under the new regula- 
tion those found guilty of violation 
will be liable to fine or imprison- 
ment.

According to Paul Fuhrer, busi- 
ness representative of Bakery 
Wagon Drivers and Salesmen’s

Star Baking company, 8815 east 
14th street, is the latest baking 
company to sign a contract with 
his union. 

“Oakland is now practically 
100 per cent organized as far 
as our organization is con- 
cerned,” Fuhrer said.

State Federation 
Defeats Vicious 
Resolution 


“Trick” Assembly 
Resolution Is Buried 
In Committee 


The California State Feder- 
ation of Labor was successful 
in thwarting the attempt, in 
the closing days of the current 


session, of large- 
industrialized farms and 
processors to deprive 150,000 Cali- 
fornia workers of the protection of 
unemployment insurance. 

Filled with as many jokers as a 
Mississippi river gambler’s trick 
deck of cards, Assembly Concur- 
rent Resolution No. 21 was intro- 
duced at the instance of the Cali- 
fornia farm bureau _ federation, 
ostensibly for the purpose of bring- 
ing the California employment 
commission’s definition of agricul- 
tural labor into line with the fed- 
eral definition. 

Secretary Edward D. Vandeleur 
pointed out to assemblymen the 
injustice the resolution would do to 
California workers and showed 
where the beneficiaries of the res- 
olution would not be the rank and 
file of farmers, but the large-scale 
industrialized farm factories and 
processors. 

He was successful in obtaining 
its reconsideration by the assembly, 
which had originally passed it by 
a vote of 60-3, and its referral to 
the assemble committee on taxa- 
tion and revenue, where it was 
buried, after two abortive hearings. 

Teamsters, warehousemen, can- 
nery workers, fruit, vegetable, and 
nut processing workers, mechanics 
and others would have been ex- 
cluded from unemployment insur- 
ance had the resolution been 
adopted. 


PRESIDENT'S PROGRAM 
LAUDED BY MACHINISTS 


One of the first reactions to 
the president’s message to con- 
gress was adoption of resolu- 
tions by the executive council 
of international association of 
machinists, meeting in Wash- 
ington, pledging “vigorous sup- 
port” to the “enlightened pro- 
gram of preparedness he has 
proposed to the nation,” and 
calling upon “all Americans to 
rally around this program.”

Shorter Hours Held Necessary to Provide 


Employment for Jobless 


The advantage of the 30-hour 
week as a practical method to pro- 
vide employment for the millions 
of unemployed working men and 
women was emphasized by Secre- 
tary-Treasurer George Meany of 
the American Federation of Labor 
in an address at the conference on 
the social and economic conse- 
quences of the shorter work week 
sponsored by the Central Trades 
and Labor Council of Greater New 
York and affiliated unions with 
the co-operation of the workers’ 
education bureau of America. 

“Reduction in the hours of work 
is one of the foremost objectives 
of the organized labor movement,” 
Mr. Meany said. “For sixty years 
the American Federation of Labor 
has championed the fight for the 
shorter work week and the shorter 
work day. Throughout these years 
the shortening of the working 
hours has been one of the most bit- 
terly fought proposals, one which 
has offered men and women work- 
ers a rallying point for self-organ- 
ization and mutual protection.” 

Between 1880 and 1930, Mr. 
Meany declared, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor “enabled wage 
earners to reduce the work week 
from 63 to 48 hours, adding 15 hours 
to their leisure time,” with wages 
during the same period increasing 
from 19 cents an hour to 72 cents. 
“Today,” he said, “the average 
work week in our industry is 38 
hours—a reduction of 25 hours per 
week from the average 
hours which prevailed sixty years 
ago.” 

Reduce Unemployment 

Although emphasizing the bene- 
fits of shorter hours in increased 
leisure for the workers to mitigate 
the strain imposed upon them by 
mechanized industry and in pro- 
tecting and bettering their physical 
welfare and prolonging their life 
span, Mr. Meany stressed its great 
importance in connection with the 
unemployment problem. 

“The most important objective of 
the shorter work week program ad- 
vocated by labor is as an effective 
method to reduce unemployment,” 
he said. “Unemployment today is 
the very heart of our economic 


Randolph and Negro Congress 


(In the following article A. Philip Randolph, president of the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car 
Porters (AFL), gives his reasons for refusing to stand for re-election as president of the Na 
tional Negro Congress and for severing all relations with that organization:) 


I am convinced that until the 
stigma of the communist front is 
wiped from the national negro 
congress it will never rally the 
masses of the negro people. 


The procedure, conduct and poli- 
cies of the negro congress, as set 
up in this third national meeting, 
will make its influence in the af- 
fairs of the American negroes, 
short lived. The American negroes 
will not long follow any organiza- 
tion which accepts dictation and 
control from the communist party. 
The American negro will not long 
follow any organization which ac- 
cepts dictation and control from 
any white organization. 

In the last national executive 
committee meeting in New York 
city, Brother John P. Davis was 
authorized to go out and borrow 
$1,000 to help put the third con- 
gress over. He informed me that 
he had borrowed it and mentioned 
the name of a man. I was given 
no specific identity of the man. 
What was the _ source of this 
money? The delegates to the con- 
gress should know. Because what- 
ever is the source of the money 
with which the congress is run, will 
also be the source of its ideas, pol- 
icies and control. 


It is a well known fact that most 
of the contributions to this con- 
gress, expressed by the secretary, 
Mr. Davis, are from CIO unions. Is 
this the reason why the congress 
is taking the CIO line? 

In an executive committee meet- 
ing in New York city, Mr. Davis 
informed it that the communist 
party contributed $100 a month to 
the congress. Is this the reason why 
the congress refuses to attempt to 
make plain to the American people 
that it is not a communist front? 
These questions should be defi- 
nitely and unequivocally answered. 

When I was asked in a commit- 
tee meeting in New York to visit 
some unions, or sign a letter to be 
sent to certain unions for funds, I 
refused, because I am unalterably 
opposed to having a negro organ-

“For the past ten years techno-| 
logical advances continued to take 
place and productivity per man per 
hour continued to rise. During this 
period from 1929 to 1939 industrial 
employment declined by approxi- 
mately three million jobs, yet the 
volume of 1939 production nearly 
equaled 1929. In these ten years 
the average hours of work in man- 
ufacturing were reduced from 48 to 


38 per week. Had the same work- | 


week been maintained as in 1929 
our unemployment problem today 
would have been much larger. 


“We have no indication that the | 
rate of technological displacement | 
of labor will change substantially | 


in the immediate future. This 
means that in addition to the ten 
million workers already unem- 


ployed, workers will continue to be 
displaced from industry and ren- 


dered jobless. The immediate prob-| 


lem before us is how to offset this 
tide of new unemployment and to 
place those already unemployed 
into productive activity.

distinctly un-American organization. 

Because John L. Lewis, leader of the CIO, follows the communist 
party line, he is giving aid and comfort to those who, no matter how 
they may disguise their motives, are the enemies of this country. 

There are still about a million working men and women who have re- 
tained their membership in the CIO. The large majority of these work- 
ers are loyal Americans. But their leaders for the most part are not. 
And these leaders are now doing their utmost to undermine the loyalty 
of American workers. 

THE CIO-COMMUNIST PARTNERSHIP 

Lest this indictment appear too sweeping to those unwilling to face 
the facts squarely, we are prepared to present abundant and indisputable 
evidence to support our charges. 

First, the communist party in the United States fully supports, com- 
mends and approves the program and policies of the CIO and its leader, 
John L. Lewis. Every issue of the Daily Worker and other communist 
publications attests to this truth. 

Secondly, the policy and the program of the CIO now practically coin- 
cides with the policy and program of the communist party in the United 
States. 

Thirdly, the CIO maintains friendly and co-operative relations with the 
communist-dominated labor movements in Mexico and Cuba which 
openly denounce the United States as “imperialistic” and praise the 
“peace policies” of Soviet Russia. 

Fourthly, despite any number of shrill denials, the fact remains that 
the CIO is honeycombed with communists who hate everything that the 
United States stands for and whose first allegiance is to Soviet Russia. 

Fifthly, you can search the records and fail to find a single instance of 
any statement by John L. Lewis denouncing Soviet Russia or Nazi Ger- 
many in the past two years, but you will find numerous statements and 
speeches denouncing President Roosevelt and deriding many other out- 
standing leaders of our country. 

If we were to go on with this enumeration we would run out of num- 
bers. There is a wealth of evidence that may appear merely coincidental 
to the uninitiated but which is deeply significant. 

A FEW INSTANCES 

For instance, the moment the communist party turns its propaganda 
guns on J. Edgar Hoover for investigating red activities, we find John 
L. Lewis and his CIO underlings screaming to high heaven against the 
chief of the “G” men for fancied invasions of “civil liberties.” 

For instance, when President Roosevelt forthrightly spoke out in pub- 
lic against the brutal, inhuman policies of Soviet Russia, the communist 
party undertook a campaign of villification against the president. So 
did John L. Lewis and every red-infested CIO union he could control. 

For instance, the communists started clamoring for the establishment 
of a labor party in this country to embrace all the malcontents and to 
further this end formed front organizations among misguided youths, 
radical negroes, share-croppers, pensioners and such like. Presto, Mr. 
John L. Lewis does the same thing. 

We could go on citing such instances indefinitely. But what we want 
to emphasize is not the evidence but the fact that with the aid of the 
CIO the communist party has succeeded in mobilizing a “fifth column” 
in this country of greater proportions and of more potential danger than 
the traitorous groups which in Czecho-Slovakia, Austria and Norway 
betrayed their homeland to the nazis. 

We are not trying to exaggerate the danger. Why did Mayor La Guar- 
dia make concessions to the CIO transport workers’ union in New York 
city in violation of his own publicly stated understanding of the civil 
service laws? Because of the fear of sabotage in the subways by com- 
munist agents in this union. 

Read the testimony before the Dies committee as to the dangers to 
the national defense from the activities of communist agents in the CIO 
national maritime union and in the CIO communications union which 
includes radio operators aboard American ships. 

To be alert to these dangers, to take measures to safeguard our coun- 
try from communist penetration, to keep all activities of communist 
agents here under the closest scrutiny—this is not red-| -baiting but sheer 
common-sense precaution for our national defense.

“I tried to represent my people 
of the south in the convention of 
the national negro congress but the 
communists howled me down, sim-

“Our people know that the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has long 
been fighting for elimination of 
the poll tax as a condition of vot- 
ing. The poll tax has been elim- 
inated in all but a few states, and 
it was the constant fight of the 
American Federation of Labor 
down through the years that re 
moved the poll tax in so many of 
our states. The fight is continuing. 

“The same is true of proposed 
anti-lynching bills. The American 
Federation of Labor has long been 
interested in this matter, and the 
fact that lynching in the south has 
been so greatly reduced is due in 
large measure to the intelligent 
campaigns carried on by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and the 
state federations of labor in the 
southern states. We would have 
been much more advanced in all 
of these great objectives had it not 
been for the hateful and deterring 
influences of just such radical 
groups as those which tore our na- 
tional negro congress into smith- 
ereens here in Washington. 

“The negroes of the south have 
made the greatest progress during 
the last 75 years that has ever been 
made by any race of people in any 
country of the world in a like peri- 
od of time. Three quarters of a 
century ago our race was in bond- 
age.

Better Business, More Jobs, Forecast 
As Employmeni Gains Are Noted 


Better business conditions and 
more jobs for workers were fore- 
cast in the American Federation of 
Labor’s monthly unemployment 
survey which reported large em- 
ployment gains in March. 

“The outlook is for increasing 
business volumes and employment 
in May and in the third quarter of 
the year,” the survey found. 

Increased buying power of work- 
ers and farmers was held definitely 
responsible for the upturn. 

“Thus,” the survey continued, 
“we see in operation the economic 
principle which labor has been de- 
claring for years, High workers’ in- 
come creates new business. Hourly 
wage rates have been held at high 
levels throughout the 1938 reces- 


working population, so that unem- 
ployment has been reduced from 
10,902,000 in March, 1939, to 10,348, - 
000 in March, 1940. Total employ- 
ment in March, 1940, was 43,511 ,000 
as compared to 42,387,000 in March, 
1939, and 43,218,000 in February, 
1940. 

The survey continued: 

“It is significant that, from Feb- 
ruary to March, while employment 
in factories fell off by 55,000 due 
to declining production levels, gains 
in farm employment and in retail 
trade greatly exceeded those of 
last year. In retail stores, 153,000 
were added to payrolls in March, 
1940, compared to 86,000 last March, 
and total retail employment ex. 
ceeded last year by more than 215,- 


sion, and this year they have in-| 000. 


creased further, to one per cent 
above last year. This slight raise, 
together with increased employ- 
ment, is providing the buying 
power to which industry responds.” 

The federation’s employment es- 
timate shows that 1,100,000 more 
persons were at work-in March, 
1940, than in March, 1939. This gain 
more than offsets the increase in 


Building Trades Dept. 
Ends Two N. Y. Disputes 


The executive council of the 
Building and Construction Trades 
Department of the A. F. of L. set- 
tled jurisdictional disputes on two 
New York projects. 

Regarding a dispute between 
electrical workers and building and 
common laborers on the Mid-Town 
tunnel in which fifteen electrical 
workers struck, it was decided the 
electrical workers should do all 
electrical installation work. 

A dispute between sheet-metal 
workers and lathers as to who 
would place accoustical materia] in 
the Triborough hospital was settled 
by ordering both sides to abide by 
a decision to be made by a board 
of arbitration of the building trades 
of New York and the employers’ 
association. 


Lehman Vetoes Women’s 


Work Hours Increase 


Governor Herbert H. Lehman, of 
New York state, vetoed a bill which 
would have permitted women to 
work in ice cream parlors and soda 
fountains until midnight. Observ- 
ing that the bill which was opposed 
by the state federation of labor, 
would create an exception to the 
law forbidding the employment of 
women after ten p. m., the gov- 
ernor said there was “no reason 
for excluding women in this type 
of employment from the benefits 
and protection of the law.” 


“The early Easter date advanced Sp 


the spring season somewhat, but 
this gain is due chiefly to the 
higher level of retail sales, which 
are running some 8 per cent above 
last year. Workers’ buying power 
in the first quarter of 1940 has 
been above last year by $519,000,000 
or 4.9 per cent, and this with tn- 
creased farm buying accounts for 
the higher level of retail sales. 
Farmers’ buying power has been 
above 1939 by $215,000,000 in the 
first quarter or 12 per cent, of 
which $100,000,000 was due to in- 
creased farm benefit payments, 
Farmers have taken on 20,000 more 
hired workers than they did in the 
early spring season last year. 

“For the first quarter of 1940, 
while production industries have 
reduced their volumes to compen- 
sate for the slight overproduction 
of last fall, workers and farmers 
have bought off the stocks of 
goods in retail stores and created a 
new demand. That is why business 
observers are now pointing out 
that inventories of goods have been 
reduced since last December and 
new orders are coming through to 
factories. These new orders, to- 
gether with foréign buying, have 
already checked the downward 
trend of production and an upturn 
is expected by May. 

“With the higher level of em- 
ployment this year, WPA and re- 
lief rolls are smaller. WPA rolls in 
the second week of April, 1940, in- 
cluded 2,162,000, which compares 
with 2,757,000 in April last year, a 
reduction of almost 600,000. Relief 
rolls in February, 1940, were 1,686,- 
000 as compared to 1,844,000 in Feb- 
ruary last year, a drop of more 
than 150,000. 

“Thus three quarters of a million 
have been dropped from relief and 
WPA while unemployment has de- 
clined by only 550,000. There are 
still thousands in need who can get 
neither WPA work nor relief. It is 
essential that WPA funds be con- 
tinued until industry provides sub- 
stantially larger volumes of em- 
ployment.”

Committee Will Be Named to Represent A. F. of L. 


At Political Conventions 


President William Green an-| 


nounced the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor 
during its current session will ap- 
point a special committee to repre- 
sent the federation at the conven- 
tions of both major political par- 
ties. 


One of the major tasks of the 
executive council meeting, Mr. 
Green said, will be to draft a com- 
prehensive labor plank for inclu- 
sion in the platforms of both demo- 
cratic and republican parties. 

This announcement foreshadowed 
relentless opposition by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to any 
third party move and further indi- 
cated the determination of the A. 
F. of L. leadership to maintain the 
organization’s traditional non-par- 
tisan political policy. 

At a press conference following 
the first session of the executive 
council, Mr. Green called for cool 
thinking and restraint to prevent 
the building up of war psychology 
such as plunged this country into 
the world war in 1914. He said: 

“The time has come for every 
one of us to put on mental brakes 
and to speak carefully in order that 
we may not lose sight of the para- 
mount importance of maintaining 
our neutrality. No matter how 
deeply we resent the aggression of 
European dictators and sympathize 
with their victims, we should not 
forget that this nation must stay 
out of war.”

Migratory Labor Probe 
Planned by House Unit 


By a practically unanimous vote 
the house of representatives has 
authorized the appointment of a 
special committee to investigate 
the problem of migratory labor and 
recommend legislation for the re- 
habilitation of homeless families. 
President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor personally ap- 
pealed to Chairman Sabath of the 
house rules committee to grant 
prompt consideration of the bill. 

Representative John H. Tolan 
(Dem.), who sponsored the legisla- 
tion in behalf of the California 
delegation, declared the situation 
is so acute that it cannot longer be 
ignored with safety. He said 27 dif- 
erent agencies are “now pecking 
away” at the problem, 
little headway in its solution. Rep- 
resentative Bertrand W. Gearhart 
(Rep.), from an agricultural dis- 
trict in California, who also sup- 
ported the bill, said that “migrant 
families living in ditchbank camps 
must be provided with shelter, a 
piece of land, a new Opportunity.” 


Building uae Values 

An increase of 27 per cent over 
February in permit valuations for 
new residential building construc- 
tion featured March construction 
reports, Secretary of Labor Fran- 
ces Perkins reported. “Somewhat 
lower gains were registered for 
other types of construction,” she 
said. “New nonresidential con- 
struction showed a gain of 14 per 
cent, while the value of additions, 
alterations, and repairs increased 
by 9 per cent.

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A.F.L. Condemns Nazi Invasions 
Warns United States Must Avoid War 


The executive council of the American Federation of Labor 
in session this week, issued a strong statement condemning 
Germany's invasion of Holland, Belgium and Luxembourg, and 
at the same time insisted that “the United States should remain 
out of the war.” 


The declaration was made public at a press conference held 
by President William Green of the A. F. of L. in the Washing- 
ton hotel, Washington, D. C. 


The council's statement said: 

“The executive council of the American Federation of Labor 
expresses the feelings of all American workers when it con- 
demns unreservedly the invasion of Holland, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg by Nazi Germany. 

“Our sympathy goes out to the innocent, peace-loving peo- 
ples of these nations who have been victimized by the superior 
force of Hitler’s war machine. 

“These latest explosions in Europe were not unexpected. We 
predicted last February that if Soviet Russia's invasion of Fin- 
land were successful the next victims of the nazi-soviet alliance 
would be Belgium, the Netherlands and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. We saw then, and it has become obvious now, that the 
purpose of the dictators of Germany and Russia is to seize every 
democratic nation and subjugate every free people in Europe. 

“We in America are a peace-loving people. The executive 
council of the American Federation of Labor does not see how 
the entry of the United States into the European war would 
serve the cause of peace. On the contrary, we feel that if we 
steadfastly maintain our neutrality we will be in a better posi- 
tion to aid in the reconstruction of Europe when the war is over. 

“On behalf of the workers of this country, we make the flat 
declaration that the United States should remain out of the war. 

“We in America are devoted to the cause of freedom and 
democracy. We are shocked by what is going on in Europe. 
But we do not see how the cause of democracy could be fur- 
thered by the involvment in a foreign war. The opposite is true. 
Democracy and freedom on this earth would be jeopardized if 
the United States were to go to war. Our function as a nation 
should be and must be to safeguard and maintain peace and de- 
mocracy in the western continent by maintaining strict neu- 
trality regardless of our sympathies and feelings toward the

Agreement Signed 

Last Tuesday the agreement be- 
tween the paint makers’ union and 
the Oakland plan (representing 
some sixteen paint manufacturers) 
was formally signed. 

Over a hundred members bene- 
fitted by receiving a stipulation 
providing for two weeks’ paid va- 
cations annually. There were cer- 
tain wage classifications added or 
increased. A minimum thirty-five

hour week is henceforth effective. 


All members have received written 
assurances from the employers to 
the effect that jobs and seniority 
will be assured to those who might 
serve in the armed forces of this 
country in time of war. The com- 
panies have agreed to call the 
union for workers when needed and 
have agreed to hire satisfactory 
union members, with the further 
stipulation that if the union is un- 
able to furnish suitable men any 
non-union workers must apply for 
union membership within thirty 
days. Except in shift work, any 
work performed prior to 7 a. m. 
and after 6 p. m. will be paid for 
at overtime ... overtime also for 
Saturday work. Two additional hol- 
idays were added: Washington’s 
birthday and Admission day when 
celebrated in Oakland. The senior- 
ity section was clarified satisfac- 
torily. 

These are a few of the major 
additions incorporated in the new 
contract which from both employer 
and union standpoint is by far the 
finest enjoyed by any paint mak- 
ers’ union in the world. 


It is pleasing to note that both 
parties to the agreement have 
again resumed the friendly co-op- 
erative spirit shown prior to the 
recent strike ... and the union 
can assure the employers of our 
honest and willing observance of 
the new agreement. 


Trouble Brewing 

It seems that unnecessary strife, 
the usual forte of the CIO is cer- 
tain to occur at the Paraffine Co. 
plant in Emeryville. The A. F. of L. 
unions, under the guidance of 
Brother Reynolds, building trades 
representative and Brother Silver- 
thorn, secretary of the central la- 
bor council, have endeavored to 
peacefully adjust an unsavory sit- 
uation. It seems that the CIO will 
not take cognizance of a bona-fide

And by 
so stating Mr. Goldblatt is prom- 
ising over a thousand innocent 
workers at the Paraffine company 
the very good prospect of going on 
relief.

Over 100 Plants 
Sign Paper 
Makers’ Contract 


President Arthur Huggins of the 
international brotherhood of paper 
makers announced that his organ- 
ization jointly with other A. F. of 
L. affiliates in the paper and pulp 
industry have completed renewing 
and signing agreements covering 
more than 100 plants in which a 
vacation of one week with pay and 
wage increases were secured for 
members of the unions involved. 
Nearly 20,000 union members are 
affected. 


The unions allied with the paper 
makers are pulp and sulphite work- 
ers, electrical workers, engineers, 
firemen and oilers, carpenters, ma- 
chinists and plumbers. Mr. Hug- 
gins said additional agreements to 
be negotiated within the next 30 
days will more than double these 
figures. 


Machinists Elect 
Brown, Peterson 


Popular Officials 
Are Elected by 
Large Majorities 


By sweeping majorities, Harvey 
W. Brown has been elected presi- 
dent and Eric Peterson, vice presi- 
dent, of the international 


tion of machinists. 


Results of a membership refer- 
endum were announced this week 
by a board of tellers which count- 
ed the returns at headquarters. 
Brown won over I. A. Sandvigen of 
Seattle and Peterson defeated 
Thomas Martin of Portsmouth, Va. 


The decisive margins were viewed 
as tributes to the capable leader- 
ship demonstrated by Brown and 
Peterson, both of whom have been 
serving in their positions for some 
time. 


Brown held the acting presidency 
for a year, beginning in November, 
1938, after President A. O. Whar- 
ton was given a leave of absence 
because of ill health. When Whar- 
ton resigned last November, Brown 
was elected by the executive coun- 
cil to perform the president’s du- 
ties, pending the referendum. 

Brown's election is to fill Whar- 
ton’s unexpired term, which runs 
until June 30, 1941. Wharton is now 
at his brother’s ranch in Arizona, 
seeking to build up his health. Re- 
ports at headquarters indicate he 
has improved considerably. 


Public Housing Offers 
Careers to Youth, 
USHA Chief Says 


In an address before the confer- 
ence on careers in government and 
community service, sponsored by 
the Phillips Brooks House associa- 
tion of Harvard university, Nathan 
Straus, administrator of the United 
States housing authority, said that 
experienced personnel is hard to 
find in the field of public housing. 

“There is need,” Straus said, “for 
a professional group from whom 
‘housers’ and community planners 
can be drawn. In this day when 
there are many industries and pro- 
fessions overcrowded, it is good to 
be able to point to a relatively new 
field in which opportunities exist.” 

Straus said that by last fall more 
than 200 institutions of higher edu- 
cation seeing in public housing ca- 
reer opportunities for their stu- 
dents, were offering courses on 
housing or related subjects.

“Everything possible will be 
done to organize the unorganized 
and to see to it that the people who 
come under our jurisdiction receive 
the benefit of organization in bet- 
ter wages and working conditions.

Burke, both of Chicago. Elected 
also were three new vice presi- 
dents, William Cooper of Milwau- 
kee, Jess Fletcher of Seattle, and 
Timothy J. Dwyer of St. Louis. 


Federal Age Ban Is 
Condemned by Mead 


Denial by the federal govern- 
ment of civil service jobs to middle- 
aged men and women was de- 
nounced as “unfair” recently by 
Senator James M. Mead (Dem., 
N. Y.). 

With an increasing army of men 
and women from 40 to 60 “walking 
the streets” looking for employ- 
ment, Mead declared, the restric- 
tion “should be annihilated.” He 
added: 

“It can’t be true democracy when 
a man of 50 is eligible for election 
to congress or the presidency, and 
yet not for a civil service appoint- 
ment.”
